Lastly, it is a source
of sincere joy to all lovers of right and
haters of wrong everwhere.

It is a glorious result of a bloodless con-
flict. Et is a victory of the moral powers,
over wrong, injustice, and robbery in high
places, most securely intrenched. By it
the whole human race takes a mighty
step forward towards the realization of
the happiest ideals of peace, righteousness
and prosperity. It, togeiher with the
treaty of Washington just made, should
stand high on the pedestals of immortal
fame, as glorious harbinger of the happy
day when war and hrute force shall be no
longer necessary in controlling the dest:- |
nies of the buman race, when the moral
force of our nature shall come in full play,
when controversies shall be settled by rea-
son and equity combined, and all vice
shall slink into its den from the full. light
of day.

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THE STOKM IN THE EAST.

Magnitude ofthe Damage @ccasfoned Rafl-
roads Tern up—Serious Damage on the
Eastern Roads—Loss along the Consts

Bostox, Nov. 16.

The great strom ended sometime during
last nizht, and the maguitude of the damage
it has occasioned is just begining to be com-
prehended. Tt has wrecked several craft
and disabled others, has torn up railroad
tracks, caused fatal accidents, and destroyed
property along the coast to quite a serious
extent. The storm began soon after midnight
on Tuesday, with an easterly wind blowing
at the rate of seventeen miles anhour, which
increased to twenty-eicht miles, aad so raged
for some hours. The amount of rain that
fell in this city during the storm was three
inches.  Yesterday the tide rose to an extra-
ordinary degree, and the principal wharves
in the city were submerged from one to
three feet, a:d property floated off in spite
of the rapid work of gangs of men. The
lower portions of the Cambridges, Chelsea,
East Boston azd other places by the water
were also submerged and generally damaged.
In some portions of Cambridgenoi L row-boats
were used in the streets as wiore serviceable
and manageable than horses and teams,

TIHE EASTERN RAILROAD DISABLED.

But the railroads have been the heaviest
cufferers, and the Eastern Railroad morve
than any of the others. Portions of the track
have been washed away between Malden and
Lyun, on the Saugus branch, between Ip-
swich and Rowley, and in the vicinity of
Hampton Beach. Trains that left Portland
for Boston veterday are still delayed beyond
Hampton, and the nooun train. from Boston
ran off the track at the Ipswich breuk,
where it retuained this morning. A fireman
named Durns was instantly killed by the ac-
cident, haviag been jammed between. the
engine and the tender. The through passen-
gers remained in Ipswich over nicht, and re-
turned to this city to-day to take the Bos-
ton and Maine train for Portland. Bué one
track was in use this afternoon between Mal-
den and Lynn. but this part of the road will
be put in running condition before night.
Large gangs of men, under the . direetion of
Supeiintendent Prescott, are engaged on the
saveral washes, and hopes are entertained of
sending out a truin for Portland this evening.
But as the severity of the storin was not ex-
pericneed at Portland until nearly miduight,
it is now feared that the track of the Port-
land, Saco and Portswauth Railroad has suf-
fored eonsiderable damage, which will cause
<till further delay, As the wires are all down
the extent of the damage cannot be ascer-
tained, though it is certain that the cenneet-
ing lines heyond Portlind ave damaged.

DAMAGE TO OTHER RAILROADS.

The Fitchburg, Boston and  Maine, and
Lowell Railroads sustain  httle damage.
Those runnine out of Boston on the south
and west sustained comparatively little dam-
azo by the stovmn. The Bost-n. Hartford
and Brie, the city terminm of whick is more
expsed to the foree of nofth-easterly "rales
than any other road, suflered considerable
injury. Contrary to expectations, the wa-
ter in the South Boston tunnel was not of
sufficient depth to impede travel, but the
inward track, which is the outermost one
on this side of the harbor, was rendered im-
passible Letween the drawbridge and  First-
sireet, South Boston.  The waves dashed
fariously arainst the road bed, and but for
the rockey ballasting ou the seaward side,
they would have broken through into the
Bosten wharf basin.  The tide rose over the
wharf* and the wind and water played  fan-
tastic tricks with the great piles of lumber,
seattering boards  helter and skelter, and
tossing bundles of shingles about like s0 ma-
ny toys.

WHY BULLOCK RAN AWAY,

The Plain Facis of the Uase, .

[Georgia Correspondence Cinpiamti Commercial.]

I will tell you why Bullock ran away.
e had issued to H. I. Kimball and oth-
ers all the bonds going to the Macon and
Bronswick Road, over five millions of dol-
lars, while still the road lack seventy-five
miles of being completed, The work is
now stopped, and the Siate of . course bas
been swindled.

Thislast, however, is mere rumor.

At allevents, Bullock failed to raise the
wind sufficient to set himselfsquare on the
record, and went to MNew York to see what
he could do there. e had his resigna-
tion and “‘address to the people” all pre-
pared before he left” bere, but to keep se-
cret until he found out what he could do
in New York. He failed to make any ar-
rangement there, and with certaln im-
peachment staring him in the face if he
came back, helet fly his address and resig-
pation, and remainsaway. The conspiracy
against him was none other than a deter-
mination to impeach him if he had mis-ap-
propriated the public funds. If this could
not have been proven against him, and a
clear case made out, he would not have
been impeached. The Democracy of this
State are not anxious to make a martyr of
Bullock, and the majority of the Legisla-
ture arc not the men tocommit perjury to
remove an innocent man, especially so
when he has only twelve months to serve.
Not two months ago Ballock told me that
